Story ot Taylor's Connection With 
The Crime as Told by 
Youtsey. 



Kennedy was the scene oi another 
murder Sunday night, more hor- 
rible than usual in itsdetails. 

The victim wan Martha Bell, a 
negro woraau about 32 years old, 
who lived at Rollins Clardy's. 
The murderer was Less Oldham, 
a dissolute son of Knox Oldham, a 
reputable white man. 

Oldham, who is about 24 years 
old, went to a cabin on the prem- 
ises of Rollins Clardy, about one 
mile from Kennedy, and early Sun> 
day eveniog called Martha Bell 
out and forced her to go with him 
down the road. 

He fired several shots from his 
pistol, probably without intending 
to hit the woman, and she finally 
agreed to go with him. After they 
had gone a little distance the worn 
an was heard begging him not to 
kill her and one of the occupants of 
the cabin started to go to her as- 
sistance. When Oldham saw the 
man he ran a short distance into 
the woods, but when he saw who it 
was he came back to where the 
woman was and made the negro go 
back. He then went on do 
road with the woman some distance 
further. Later pistol shot 
beard and yesterday morning the 
dead body of the woman was found 
lying in the road, about 400 
from Mr. Baynham's cabin. Her 
shoes were off and on the ground 
close by, her hat was some, distance 
away and her clothing was consid- 
erably disarranged. She had been 
shot twice. Kither shot would have 
fatal. One was in the breast and 
the other in her mouth. 

A pen was built around the body 
which was left where it was found 
and the coroner sent for. The in- 
quest had not been reported when 
we went to press. 

Oldham gave himself up yester- 
day to Constable Frank Kives. He 
denies that he killed the woman. 
His story is that they were fired at 
by some one not named, who killed 
the woman and tried to kill him. No 
credence is given to this story. 

Oldham bears a very bad repu- 
utation and has figured in a shoot- 
ing affray ouce before. He associ- 
ates with negroes and has brought 
disgrace upon his father, who is a 
good and respectable citizen. 

If the murder is as bad as report- 

I, the crime is one of the most di- 
abolical ever committed in the 
:ounty.

While he Bavar 
uacd money corruptly, Iu- utai*,*, 
great believer in the political ef- 
ficacy of "slirring things up. " and 
when a political campaign was 
coming on he would want thinga 
stirred up" from one end of Wis- 
conain to the other, which coat a 
great deal of money, and he 
usually preferred to pay the bills 
himself rather than carry around a 
subscription paper. Very nat- 
urally the other republicana in the 
state would allow him to do ao. 

Mr. Sawyer was the most liberal 
contributor in Wisconsin to the re- 
publican committee of that state. He 
1U0 contributed liberally to thi 
ational committee every political 
campaign. In addition to thesi 
often made personal contributi 
toward the campaign 
penses of friends who were not 
well off in different parts of the 
country, while in Wisconsin conv 
paratively few republicans ever 
made a campaign for congi 
the legislature or for any state 
office without direct personal as- 
: from Mr. Sawyer. Usually 
it without solicitation. He 
knew almost every man in the state 
and was familiar with the pecuniary 
circumstances of the leading re- 
publicans in every town. Hence, 
when he heard that this man or 
that had been nominated for office 
he would not waitfor an application 
but write a pleasant letter inclos 
ing a check for an amount which he 
thought sufficient to cover the re- 
quirements of the campaign.

Frankfort, Ky., April 7.— There 
is great excitement here to-night. 
The soldiers at the State House 
were arrested lor drunkenness by 
the police. A squad of twenty-five 
soldiers dashed out of the yard and 
ordered the officers to release their 
comrades. A scuffle followed be- 
tween the police and the men under 
arrest in which several soldiers 
joined, pulling the prisooers away 
from the police, while the other sol- 
diers turned loose a volley of from 
fifteen to twenty-five shots, which 
evidently were fired in the air. 

Having rescue* their comrades, 
the soldiers then retired ia#ide the 
yard. Chief of Police Williams 
summoned his full force and start- 
ed to the State House to demand the 
prisoners. The Beckham Military 
authorities intercepted the police 
and dissuade them from attempting 
to capture the men who had started 
the trouble and who had been res- 
cued by their comrades. 

The soldiers of. the opposing ad- 
ministations were drawn up reacy 
for action and trouble was very 
narrowly averted.

an, was displaced by a strict 
party vote of 5 to 3 and Dr. F. E. 
Grace, of Haley 's Mill, one of the 
present pension examiners, was 
elected to succeed him. It is said 
Dr. Grace is going to move to town. 
The two offices he holds pay about 
$1,000. The county salary is $300. 

Dr. Jackson who waa removed on 
account of his politics, is one of the 
leading physicians of the city, whose 
services were very valuable to the 
county during the recent smallpox 
epidemic. His intelligent direction 
and business-like management of 
the matter saved the county a great 
deal of expense and soon had the 
disease under control. The co unt; 
can ill afford to lose the services of 
men like Dr. Jackson, but his place 
was needed for a Republican. The 
county levy was also fixed and with 
an eye to road improvements rais- 
ed from 42 >,, to 45 cents on the $100.
